Gainſt this Prayer Booke divers men have plea- 
{ ded after a different maner. Firſt , ſome Argu- 
ments are proper to the Separatiſts (qzatalis) viz. That 
itis offeredup in a falſe Church. Secondly, With a 
falſe Miniſter. 3. In the behalfe of the Subjects of the 
Kingdome of Antichriſt : theſe are properly theirs, 
being the grounds whereupon they make a totall Se- 
paration from all the Churches in this Land, as no 
Churchesof Cu & 1 s T; theſeI approve not, yet 
note them, that you may ſee upon how different 
grounds the ſame Poſition is maintained by ſeverall 
perſons, and that you may be delivered fromthe pre- 
judice which hinders many from receaving thoſe 
trueths, becauſe they feare the reproach of Browni/me_. 
Secondly, there are other grounds which are com- 
mon to all that plead for the purity of Chriſts Ordi- 
naunces, and which doeth not neceſfarily inferreſuch 
Separation,bur onely ſerve to ſhew the unlawfulneſſe 
of that practiſe, and of our communicating therein, 
to which purpoſe I am to ſhew two things : Firſt, 
What ourexceptions are againſt the Service Booke: 
Secondly, howjuſt|they are. 
Firſt, the exceptions againſt it, are ; Firſt , That 
itis deviſed by men;(viz.)other men whom God hath

without variation : Fourthly , Thatit is read. out of 
a Booke thatis many wayes faulty and corrupt. 

Secondly , the juſtnefle of theſe exceptions againſt 
it, may be declared by Reaſons. The firſt Reaſon, Be- 
cauſe God did never commaund to uſe nor promilſe to 
except ſuch a Worſhip. In which reſpe& it is a mani- 
feſt breach of the ſecond Commandement, Exod. 20. 
veri.4.5. 6. Forif the Bookeof Prayerswere means 
of God worl hip, ordayned by God, ſurely he would 
have given ſome light and ground for them in his 
' Wordinthe olde Teſtament, if ever it had been need- 
full to have helpedthem with a forme of publike Li- 
turgie , God would have dcviſed one for them , or 
have given power to the Prieſtes and Levites to have 
preſcribed one to them, during theminoritie and Pe- 
dagogie of that Church. But wee finde no ſyllable of 
any ſucfi matter in all the Law 8 the Prophets : what 
formes are there mentioned , are but for ſome ſpeciall 
occaſions , and commanded to the Church, (which I 
pray obſerve) not from every ordinary Church Of - 
cer, Prieſts and Levites, but onely from the Prophets, 
who had an extraordinarie and immediate calling 
from God, & who might as well deliver for Scrip- 
ture, Oracles , the tructh of God taught by them, as 
any formes of Prayers or Prayles. 

But we ſeea Forme of bleſſing is appointed to be

agen of |ſraell, and ſay unto them ver(. 2.3.not unto God. 
And S-lemon uſed a different geſture in praying , and 
in bleſſing the people,tonote the difference berweene 
them, for in praying for them he kneeled, 1. Kings 8. 
4+ 5+,but hee ſtood up when h: bleſſedthe Congrega- 
tion, verſ..5 5.according to the rule Dewtronomie 10.8 


Secondly, if that blefling were a Prayer , yetit 


wi'l not thence appeare that ſet formesare lawfull ; 
for there are who give divers reaſons to prove that 
Moſes inthat place did nor preſcribe unto the Prieſts 
a forme of wordes whereunto they muſt bee tyed in 
bleſſing of thepeople, but only gave thema rule or 
diretonaccording to which they ſhould blefle them; 
nor can the contrary be proved from the Scripture. 
Thirdly, If it were a ſlinted forme, yet it was 
not deviſed by men, but by God himſeife, who come 
manded Moſerto appoint Aaron thus to bleſſe the peo- 
ple.

_ Firſt , many Pfalmes are for Inſtrution onely , 
wherein isnota word of petition, and thoſe Pſalmes 
whichcontaine Prayers,arewrittenfor our inſtruction, 
& ſerve to teach us in what maner we ſhould pray on 
ke oecafions, (Col.3.16. asall Scriptures were writ- 
ten for our learning, Rom. 15.4. andare profitable to 
reach, 2. Timoth, 3, 16, But as the reading of them 
is not the praying of the Church, ſo neither is the ſing- 
ing of them, which is but loud ſpeaking as it were in 
a ccrtaine harmonie or tune : the Church praying, 
for inftanee the 192. Pfalme, is intitled A Trayer of 
the affit&ted', yet itwasnot impaſed-or deviſedto bce 
fatd by every man for his prayer in affliction, but it 
ferves to teach us in what maner we ſhould powre out 
ourcomplaints before the Lord inſuch caſes , and we 
may, if wee wilt, take ſuck expreſſions thence, as may 
beſt ſitewtth our occafions , not tinting our ſelves 
ro thoſe words alone. 

Secondly, im Prayer, the Miniſter alone uttercth 
the wordes, the peopfe adding their Amen inthe end, 
x Cor.14.6, but in finging,everyperſon in tne Church 
pronounceth every word and {iIlable aloud;and in a 
ene, #rgo, there isa necefſitie of having formes of 
P:atmes fer downe in words, not ſo of Prayeis.

It doth not appeare that it was appointed: the Text 
faith , eMoſes /ayd theſe wvords , but not that hee ap- 
pointed others to ſay ſo, whenſoever the Arke ſhould 
ooc forward or reſt. 2. If «Hofer did appoint it, 
yet that is no warrantfor us ; for Moſes was a Prophet, 
and had an immediat commiſſion from God for what 
hee appointed inthe houſe of God, Hebr.3.2. which 
the Impoſers of the Liturgie can not plead. 3. This 
Prayer of eMoſes was but on a particular occaſion, 
and ( for ought I know ) not uſed by others after- 
wards : for wee finde no mention of it in divers re=- 
moves of the Arke in 19/44: time, (hap. 3. 4« to Chap. 
8. and in Samuels time, 1 Sam. 4.7. and in Davide 
time, 2 $a21.6.15.

or canthey appoint their Homelies to be uſed & read 
in the Churches as the Prophets & Apoſtles didtheir 
writings 2 Indeed, ſuch a pretence is-put upon their 
Hommelic or Exhortation, added to the prayers ap- 
pointed for the laſt publike Faſts, that as the Apo- 
ftles wrote-certaine Epiſtles , which they cauſcd tobe 
read in the Churches, focertaine Apoſtolicall men, 
had written this Exhortation, &c, You may reade 
the words in the Booke whereunto I referre you , not 
having it at hand. Now if this Title (viz.) as Apo- 
ſtolicall men , they pleade their right to preſcribe 
formes to the Chuiches, let them ſhew the fignes of 
Apoſtles , viz. that they have heard and ſeene Chriſt .

I-I-2« that they have an immediate calling, not of 
man, nor by man, but of Chriſt, Gallar. 1. 1. 
Thirdly, that they have agenerall commiſſion to 
goeforth into all the world , to plant Churches, and 
are qualified with the gittsof tongues, &c. for that 
purpoſe, atr. 28. 19. 
Fourthly , that they have infallible aſſiſtance of 
the ſpirit inall things they impoſe upon theChurches, 
and Chriſits commaund for the things which they 
teach men to obſerve and to doe,as the Apaſiles had,

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As 15.28. lohn 16.13. Maith.28.,20, if not, they 
will be tound falſe Apoſlles , Revel. 2.2, and muſtre= 
nounce that plea, clfe both their office & impoſitions

Secondly, Chriſt fitteth all his ſeryants with gifts 
forthe whole worke of the Miniſtri, Epheſ. 4.8.11.1 2, 
2 (or. 3.5.6. he thathath made them able miniſters 
of the new Teſtament, hath enabled them to pray , as 
wellas to Preach by their owne gifts; For, Prayer is 
an ordinance of the new Teſtament as well as Preache- 
ing, and they are madeable thereunto, not by ſh2w- 
ing th: ſufficiency ofother men , whoſe Prayer they 
read, but their ſufficiency is of God, enabling them- 
ſelves; fo thar, ifany be not gifted for thoſe workes, 
the Worde doth not warrant the having ofthem for 
Miniſters of Chriſt, if they be endued with gifts fir 
for thoſe workes, th2 Word doth not warrant the pre- 
{cribing to them ſtinted Prayers or Homelyes, and 
why. may they not as lawfully commaund them to 
Preach by reading of Homelies,asto pray by reading 
ofthe Liturgie?e -.

Thirdly, The maſtifeſtation cf the ſpirit, every gift 
indeclaring whereof the ſpitit is manifeſted , is given 
not onely to ſome men that livedin former times, but 
to every man,much moreto the:man of God to profit 
with all, 1 Cor, 12,7, For what is there ſayd of ex- 
traordinarie gifts, holdes by proportion in all gifts, 
eſpecially Miniſteriall : but whatMiniſterial gift is ex- 
erciſed and manifeſted in reading Prayers, which eve- 
ry childe of 12or 13 yeares olde, is ſufficiemly able 
to doe.

count of this: peece of ſervice , as appropriate it to * 
the Miniſter to read the *Liturgie, and'to-binde him 
fo ſftrialy to the uſe of it ,'as they doe , it concernes 
both Miniſters and People, to'{ee thatit be warran- 
ted by the Worde ſo to be ulcd inthe Churthes, 

Thereading of the'Liturgie, hindersnot the uſe of 
their owne gifts afterwards'in thePulpir. 

If the Worde- enjoynes: the-exerciſe-of his 'owne 


* giftin Prayer as well as in Preaching , & doth nor give 


warrant to the introducing of any other forms ,' by 
mens deviſe and appoyntment ,' weemuſtbe-carcfull 
as not to take from'the Word any ordinance of God, 
fonot to adde to theWord,as meanes of worſhipping 
God by the devifes & appoiatment of men. 2, If they 
may 
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_ maylimit them in the Deſke , why not in- the Pulpit 


alſo? 3. The Canon allo ſtintes them accordingly a 
forme alwayes to be uſed in the Palpit,ſee Canon 55.

This Objection the Apoſtle ſeemes to prevent when 
hee ſaith , The Spirit it ſelfe makes requeſts for us, viz. 
the ſpirit alone, either immediately ( or by meanes 
fanQified and ordained by himſelfe ) makes requeſts 
for us, viz. who ſctour ſelves ro pray ( though with 
many infirmities) which alto the worde following in. 
timates, when hee gives this for the reaſon , why the 
ſpirit helpes our infirmities, for (ſaith hee) Wee know 
not hovo to pray as vvee ought, But if Juch read Litur- 
gies were fufficient, it might bee ſayd, though wee 
know not how to pray as wee ought, yet thoſe that 
made the Liturgie knew how to pray, and wee pray 
their prayers; whence ir will follow , that ir is not fut- 
ficient to the intent of that place, that others were 
aſſiſted in making the Prayers which were read , and 
that our affeionsbe ſtirred up in reading thoſe Pray= 
ers » unleſſe our underſtanding be directed , andour 

affections quicknedby the holy Gholit, to expreſſe by 
our owne gifts , our owne requelits waen we pray for 
others, ,or for our ſelves, and that this is the true 
meaning of praying in the ſpirit, & in the ho'y Ghoſt, 
will -appeare in Ga!/at.q.6.

The Quetition is not of Prayer deviſed by a mans 4/vv. 


ſelfe, or of limitting the ſpirit in the people, but of 
Praycr deviſed by others , and impoſed, and of Jimit- 
ting the ſpirit of the Miniſter ; the firſt is Iawfull, the 
ſecond finfull : for a man to deviſe his owne Prayer 
is adutic, 1 Cor. 14.15.but to take up for his Prayer 
the deviſes of other men, 8 to be bound ro a conſtant 
vie of them ordinarily,is no where warranted, Again, 
that the ſpirit of 1he people ſhould joyne with the 
Miniſters ſpirit. in Prayer isan ordinance of Chriſt, 
who ordereth no more to their parts in that caſe then

Although it be nor ſafe for a Miniſter to limit him- 4»fov. 


ſelfeto one form of prayer alwayes, though deviſed by 
himſelfe , yet the people may more ſafely joyne 
with him inthatthen jn the other : for two Reaſons, 
Firſt, becauſe that Prayer, being deviſed by himſelfe, 
Is an exerciſe of his gift in a meaſure, and his defeQin 
not excrcifing it ſo much as heeſhould, is his owne 
perſonall finne.

Secondly , this objection caſts an imputation upon 
Chriſt and the Scripture, as nothaving ſufficiently 
provided againſt inconveniencies in Gods worſhip. 
Thirdly , if none bee admittcd to-the Miniſtry, but
